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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of 
this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U. S. Patent 
No. 6,922,583 to Perelman et al. 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , Perelman teaches an imaging apparatus, comprising: a light 
source device (Fig. 1 element 50); an image pickup device for converting a living body 
observed image to video signals by using light irradiated from the light source device for 
observation (Fig. 1 element 80); and a processor for generating a living body image 
from the video signals, wherein the processor has means for generating a living body 
image having at least a scattering feature of a living body tissue as image information 
(Fig. 1 element 120) wherein the image represents a degree of nucleus change in 
diameter (Col. 3 lines 5-10, 21-27 and Claims 1,2, and 6). 

4. Regarding Claim 2, Perelman teaches that the image pickup device is an 
endoscope (Claim 1). 
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5. Regarding Claims 3 and 4, Perelman teaches that the light source has many 
wavebands and includes the blue spectrum of 450-500 nm (Claim 9). 

6. Regarding Claim 5, 15, and 16, Perelman teaches that the processor has means 
for estimating, from at least one living body image, spectrums corresponding to 
positions and/or an area in the image (Col. 3 lines 5-27 and Claims 1, 2, and 6). 

7. Regarding Claim 6-10, Perelman teaches means for estimating a scattering 
feature by a living body tissue from spectrums corresponding to positions and/or areas 
in an image (Col. 3 lines 5-10, 21-27 and Claims 1, 2, and 6). 

8. Regarding Claims 11-13, Perelman teaches that the processor has means for 
generating a color image having a scattering feature by a living body tissue as image 
information (Col. 10 lines 1-7). 

9. Regarding Claim 14, Perelman teaches that the means for generating a color 
image generates an image and performs display control such that a scattering feature 
image and the other images can be displayed simultaneously and/or in a switching 
manner (Col. 10 lines 1-7). 

1 0. Regarding Claim 1 7 and 18, Perelman teaches that the processor has means for 
performing at least one spatial frequency filtering (Fig. 1 element 140 and 120).
